AWARD 


By order No. ID /45723, dated 15th December , 1976 , the Governor of Haryana , referred the 
following dispute between hemanagement of M /s. Sudesh Steel Industries Private Ltd. , 14/6, Math ura Road , 
Faridabad and its workman Shri Karan Singh to this Tribunal, for adjudication , in exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (d ) of sub- section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 : 

Whether the termination of services of Shri Karan Singh was justified and in order ? If not , to 

what relief is he entitled ? 


On receipt of the reference , notices were issued to the parties. The parties appeared . The workman 
filed his statement of claim . The management filed their written statement. The case was then fixed for 
filing , of rejoinder by the workman today , i. e ., on 25th May , 1977. Today the parties have reached a com . 
promise . The workman stated that he may be reinstated with continuity of service but without back wages. 
He further stated that without any sufficient rcasɔn , the management should not again terminate my 
services. The representative of the management stated that the management shall reinstate him with 
continuity of service but without back wages. The workman shall report for his duty within three days . 

In view of the compromise affected between the parties, I give my award as follows : 
* That the workman is entitled to reinstatement with continuity of service but without back wages. 

He shall report for duty within three days of today, i. , 25th May, 1977."
